/state commerce. 
| This situation was discussed by 
the directors present and Walter 
D. Manning, secretary, and it was 
the consensus of opinion that no 
enforcement could be legally bind- 
‘ing in view of the Federal Court’s 
decision. It was thought advisable 
,that any operator from whom data 
regarding wages and hours and con- 
ditions of employment, may be de- 
manded, should notify the secre- 
tary so that the matter can be dis- 
cussed by the association. Operat- 
‘ors should at the same time con- 
‘sult their attorneys.

lraq Remains Uncertain

| Great Britain and Germany to- 
|day fought in the air from North 
|Ireland to the Mediterranean and 
1 the Near East as Royal Air Force 
bombers raided the Iraq capital 
and the Luftwaffe again heavily 
| pounded Belfast. 


In the Near East, British imperi- 
als were still fighting Iraq troops 
{but details were meagre and de- 
velopments were confused by many 
conflicting reports. 


The Swiss Radio reported that 
Iraq troops were closing in on the 
British defenders of Habbaniya air- 
drome after heavy artillery bom- 
bardment. 


| At the Port of Basra, British troops 
/were said to be in control of the 
key points, but there still was no- 
definite indication whether Bri- 
tain could gain control of the Near 
, East oil fields before the Germans 
moved in. 

In Europe, RAF bombers again 
made a strong raid on the French 
Atlantic coast naval bases, attack- 
ing St. Nazaire, where a huge rec- 
tangle of fire was reported, and at 
Brest, where direct hits were claim- 
ed on the Nazi battleships Scharn- 
horst anr Gneisenau. 

It was a night of heavy air ac- 
tion over the British Isles. The Bel- 
fast raid was reported to have been 
even more severe than that of Eas- 
ter Tuesday when 500 persons were 
killed. 

Another big Nazi air attack was 
;made on Liverpool and the Mersey- 
Side for the fourth successive night.

Red Cross Seeks 1,000 U. S. Doctors | 


To Aid Britain on Far- flung Front

Washington, D. C.—Out of the 
agony of bomb-wracked Britain has 
come an appeal for American doc- 
tors. 

Britain’s request is being met. 
Already the American Red Cross, 
acting for her sister society in Eng- 
land, has carried the appeal to the 
nation’s medical profession. Up 
to 1,000 American doctors. will 
be needed by the British Red Cross 
to supplement the hard-pressed 
corps uf doctors engueged in saving 
British lives from London to Singa- 
pore. 


American Red Cross’ workers 
who have been in England since the 
outset of hostilities report the need 
is acute. Formerly a nation at war 
needed doctors to treat the sick 
and wounded on the battle front. 
Today, with aerial bombardment of 
civilians, Britain finds her doctors 
fighting against desperate odds. 

American doctors will report to 
the British Red Cro.s where they 
will be allowed to choose service 
either in the Royal Army Medical: 
Corps or in the civilian Emergency 
Medical Service, the valiant corps | 
of physicians assigned to home de- , 
fense. 

Their service will be for one year, 
but if at the end of that period they
